and be visited by the President 
on the site of the Union victory 
at the battle of Antieteam. (Shown 
in this illustration.) 
Even more remarkable is the 
fact that the next time Lincoln 


campaigned for the Presidency in 
1864, his opponent was this same

in Ohio as the 150th anniversary 
of Lincoln’s birth and in 1961, 
we will observe the Centennial 
of the Civil War.

truth.” He was probably the most 
controversial military figure in the

of v isits between President Eisenhower and 
--Premier Khru schev are going to hav e a bad 
time. 
1 hey nev er dreamed they wou ld liv e to 
see the time when it wou ld seem natu ral and 
desirable for both the president and the v ise 
president of the United States to be ex chang­ 
ing official v isits with their cou nterparts 
in the Sov iet Union. 
They nev er dreamed they wou ld be wit­ 
nesses to a warming of relations 
in 
the 
“ cold war” whose animosities and fears hav e 
been one of the principal motiv ations of the 
trou ble postwar era. 
Prom their point of v iew\ any improv e­ 
ment in relations with the top figu res of the 
Sov iet Union will hav e to be sou ght at the 
ex pense of principle. 
They arc aware of no ex pediencies that 
wou ld ju stify the lightest su rrender ot their 
inflex ible v iew that the Sov iet Union mu st 
be held at arm ’s length: that there simply 
is

1'hese are the people who had I its when 
Depu ty Premier Mikoy an came here. They 
made their displeasu re obv iou s when Depu ty 
Premier Kozlov , came here. They disapprov ed 
of Vice President Nix on’s v isit to Ru ssia. 
They will go to any lengths to make it ob­ 
v iou s they disapprov e of Premier Khru shchev .

It is no secret now that Vice President 


Nix on on his Ru ssian v isit has brou ght o ff 
the slickest stroke o f political bu siness since 
he tu rned disaster into triu mph with hi v ow- 
of-integrity speech in the 195 2 campaign. 


This is apart from, thou gh not entirely 
separate from, his high-lev el diplomatic mis­ 
sion. To the ex tent that he has improv ed 
his attractiv eness as a 
candidate for the

the 
way he has handled himself in Ru ssia, he 
may hav e improv ed the prospects of more 
harmoniou s relations with the Sov iet Union. 
Premier Khru shchev and his adv isers are 
ju st as aware as any one else accu stomed to 
testing the direction of the political wind 
that they may hav e been hobnobbing with 
the nex t president of the United States at 
the same time they were entertaining the 
cu rrent v ice president 
A citizen-v oter cannot help bu t remember 
how New Deal Democrats u sed to make po­ 
litical capital of Franklin Roosev elt’s ability 
to get along with men like Stalin and Chu rch­ 
ill on easy terms and that one of Dwight 
Eisenhower’s selling points when he was be­ 
ing sold to the cou ntry in 195 2 was his 
familiarity with Very Important Personages 
abroad. 


MR. NIXON has the early foot in this 
respect in the 1960 race 
More than any 
other American who has had the benefit of 
the Moscow dateline, he has made the im­ 
pression of talking as mu ch as he listened; 
he has been a positiv e adv ocate. And as 
the half hu ndred reporters who are with him 
are pointing ou t in amazement, he is as 
irrepressible a campaigner on his Ru ssian 
tou r as he is at home.

This is the time of su mmer in 
Rosy Fingered Dawn when a week­ 
end farmer gets arou nd to mov v - 
ing the meadow. This is a form of 
ru ral blight-fighting. 
Under ideal conditions, it wou ld 
he done by a proiessional meadow- 
mower on a big tractor with a 10- 
foot 
sickle 
bar 
that 
can 
slice 
throu gh any thing that grows. No 
weed or grass can bind it or stall 
it. 
Bu t conditions are not ideal in 
weekend farming, which is one of 
its pleasu res. There is a challenge 
to it — and no challenge is more 
peremptory than that ot a ragged 
meadow to a walking tractor with 
a three-foot sickle bar. 
A walking tractor, for the bene­ 
fit of those who don't know, is 
a two-wheeler gu ided by handle­ 
bars. It may or may not hav e a 
su lky that can be attached to it 
for sit down work. Either way . it 
is a walking tractor. 
Its meadow-mowing potential is 
limited. One limit is the density 
oi the material to be mowed. An­ 
other is the terrain. Still another 
is the moistu re content of the giass 
and weeds; they need to be mois­ 
tu re-free or they will bind in the 
kniv es. 
And finally the potentiality is 
limited by the endu rance of the 
operator, becau se riding a su lky is 
ou t of the q u estion in tou gh mow­ 
ing. And that is why it became 
a matter of considerable interest 
to realize at the end of a nine- 
hou r stretch of pacing behind a 
walking tractor that u pward ol 30 
miles had been cov ered, most of 
it u nder try ing circu mstances. 
From somewhere has come 
a 
kind of grass that is almost im­ 
perv iou s 
to 
a 
small 
sickle-bar 
mower: it was the most try ing cir­ 
cu mstance. Ev ery time the mower 
came to a 
patch 
of 
this wiry 
stu ff, it choked and stalled. Tt had 
to be pu lled free, started, cleared 
of the grass and backed u p for a 
fresh ru nning start. 
Despite the fact the kniv es had 
been sharpened before the job be­ 
gan. they were no match for this 
u nex pected antagonist. 
People who do not know what 
happens to meadows when they 
tu rn ragged want to know why the 
sheep that kept on the place to 
mow the grass do not take care of 
the problem, themselv es. It is be­ 
cau se there is a limit to what a 
sheep can mow ^own. 
They operate on 
an 
u nderbite 
« ¿ stem Their lo wer teeth clo se 


against the bone-hard su rface 
of 
their u pper jaw to bite off grass 
and leav es. They h >v e no u pper 
teeth to bite with Thu s, there are 
kinds of grass 
that 
cannot 
be 
eaten by sheep. Neither can they 
eat thistles or any fibrou s weeds. 
And they will not tou ch spearmint. 
Conseq u ently , it takes a certain 
amou nt of mowing to keep mea­ 
dows from getting coarse with 
weeds and 
r u bbi s h . And the 
amou nt of time it takes is one of 
the challenges of weekend farming. 
At 30 miles a day to make a 
dent in the problem of keeping a 
few acres in shape, there ju st are 
not enou gh day s to go arou nd. Bu t 
as the old pro who farms the nex t 
plaee fu ll time said one day while 
leaning on a black locu st fence- 
post with his chin cu pped in his 
hands, “ Some way s, it’s foolish to 
do it. Come winter, 
the 
storms 
will lev el off the whole thing any ­ 
way . It will be slick as 
a 
golf 
cou rse come nex t spring whether 
y ou mow it or not.”

I’ve tried to tell them ab out 
America They never heard of it. 
The old men, carrying the fly 
chasers as a sign of influence, 
won’t b elieve 
there 
is 
such 
a 
place. 
They asked ab out my eyes. I 
told 
them. 
They 
rattled 
their 
spears. They called me a warrior. 
They said proudly they are war­ 
riors too and the men in 
their 
m anyatta (family group) led all 
the rest with 16 lion kills. How 
many have I killed? I retreated 
from that one—my face as red as 
the ocher dye made their hair and 
their skin. 
At high noon it was 130 degrees 
in the sun. There were no mad 
dogs ab out b ut b ack in Nairob i 
there were angry Englishmen and 
b itter Kenyans. They b elieve that 
the United States in general and 
American lab or leaders in partic­ 
ular are unfairly interfering in 
their affairs and their politics. 


THEY HAD SUGGESTED this 
drive out towards the Ngong Hills, 
the Magadi Lake and this area, all 
within 60 to 80 miles from the 
metropolitan city of Nairob i. They 
had suggested I stay with the 
trib al Africans for a while. 
The nearest were the Masai war­ 
riors who have rejected civiliza­ 
tion’s virtues just down the road 
on this strange continent. And the 
highest British and Kenyan offi­ 
cials said I would discover why 
they 
don’t b elieve 
concepts 
of 
Western democracy can fit onto 
this continent. 
I was startled to hear the AFL- 
CIO leadership discussed b y the 
Kenyan equivalent of the president 
of the United States and b y lesser 
ministerial officers. They wanted 
to know why the AFL-CIO was 
pouring tens of thousands of dol­ 
lars into the Kenya lab or move­ 
ment made up totally of Africans 
They asked that the British and 
Kenyan point of view b e presented 
to America, since the other side 
was b eing pictured in our 
press 
and on the airwaves b ack home. 
The “settlers”, — some of them 
go b ack 100 years — asked me to 
tell the American lab or chiefs to 
stop throwing money into the Ken­ 
ya Federation of Lab or, led b y 
Tom Mb oya (of ‘‘Meet the Press” 
fame), b ecause that organization 
is the b ackb one of the African 
political movements which want to 
drive out the whites. 


I SAID I’D REPORT the white 
settlers’ point of view, as an ob ­ 
jective b alance to the others. They 
protested against the Africans’ cry 
for “undiluted democracy.’* 
The British and Kenyan govern­ 
ment people decried the Africans’ 
“one-man, one-vote” slogan. 
The 
settlers said go out of the b ig 
cities — anywhere within a hun­ 
dred mile arc and you’re b ack in 
areas civilization has 
h a r d l y 
touched. 


I then read reports of the fight­ 
ing over cattle b etween the Kam- 
b a and the Mb ere trib es at Karan- 
giri Ferry in the Nyeri area — j 
just 80 miles up. 
I drove to another site where the | 
Masai, East Africa’s t o ugh e s t ! 
fighters, used b ows and 
arrows 
for the second time in the 
past 
month. They fought a regular b at-! 
tie with the Kipsigis. 
I went into lion country near 
Magadi. There the doctor of a 
modern hospital — reading from 
his records — reported that 
the 
Masai drifted 
in 
mostly to b e 
treated for wounds from lions’ 
claws. 
The government people told me 
I’d find these things. They said j 
that’s why they b elieve Africa is 
not ready for Western type de- i 
mocracy. 
They said that’s why 
they do not permit even the hand­ 
ful of learned Africans to launch 
a national political party and re­ 
strict them to regional activity. 
Nor do they permit them to hold 
outdoor meetings or use loud­ 


speakers on the streets. 


GOVERNMENT PEOPLE s a i d 
that they feared that the eloquent 
African leaders would make rash 
promises to the millions of illit­ 
erate people — ab out 80 per cent 
of the seven million Africans here. 
Officials asserted that is why they 
tape record all political talks and 
restrict African leaders to small 
halls for the most part, though 
they do allow the Kenya Federa­ 
tion of Lab or (high political) to 
run rallies in the M akadara Hall 
holding more 
than 
5,000. I at­ 
tended one of these myself. There 
I learned that the African lab or 
people have $35,000 from the AFL- 
CIO for a new b uilding here. 
This sort of financial support 
b olsters the Africans against 
the 
rest of the people here, the gov­ 
ernment says. And it b olsters a 
group of African leaders who, 
though b rilliant, do not speak for 
the millions of people out in the 
veldt and jungle. No one speaks 
for them. They’re just not inter­ 
ested. They have their cattle and 
they’ve b een hit b y inflation b e­ 
cause the cost of wives and living 
has gone up. 
To sum it up, the settlers and 
government 
point of 
view is: 
American lab or leaders s h o ul d 
stay out of their affairs.

Children Are Source of Parents' Worries 


It is a ra re ex p erien ce fo r p ar­ 
en ts n o t to hav e so me wo rry abo u t 
their child ren at all times. An d 
what the p aren ts are wo rried abo u t 
u su ally k eep s chan gin g as a y o u n g­ 
ster gro ws o ld er. 
Mrs. B. writes that her six -y ear- 
o ld gran d so n has had a ru n n y 
n o se an d sn iffles almo st all his 
life. He has been treated fo r co ld s 
bu t the tro u ble co n tin u es. 
Here, p ro bably , is an in stan ce 
o f a co n d itio n which is k n o wn u n ­ 
d er sev eral d ifferen t n ames, am­ 
o n g them p eren n ial rhin itis. 
The mo st lik ely p o ssibilities are 
en larged ad en o id s o r allergy to 
so me co mmo n su bstan ce breathed 
in o r eaten by the child . 
Bo th o f these p o ssibilities sho u ld 
be in v estigated an d co rrected if 
p o ssible. There is also a stro n g 
chan ce that the y o u n gster w i l l 
•‘o u tgro w” the wo rst o f his d iffi­ 
cu lties. 


A PROBLEM o f a d ifferen t k in d 
co mes fro m Mrs. R., who say s she 
has been lo o k in g after a n eighbo r’s 
bo y o f 13. He seems n o rmal u n ­ 
less he d o esn ’t get his o wn way . 
Then he cries o r screams. The 
bo y lo st his mo ther when he was 
six y ears o ld . 
Mo st child ren feel d ep riv ed o f 
so methin g imp o rtan t if they d o n o t 
hav e two p aren ts. Ho wev er, this 
bo y * d o es seem to o far o u t o f the 
co n tro l o f his father. 
Firmn ess an d lo v e are n eed ed . It 
is q u ite p o ssible that he wo u ld ben ­ 
efit by the ad v ice o f a p sy cho lo gist 
o r a p sy chiatrist, who sho u ld n o t 
o n ly d iscu ss the p ro blems with the 
bo y himself, bu t also with his fa 
ther. Ev ery o n e has to learn that 
he can n o t alway s get his o wn 


her three child ren lik e to eat fru it 
way . 


ANOTHER MOTHER writes that 
bu t the fo llo win g d ay hav e d iar­ 
rhea. She ask s if they may o u t­ 
gro w this d ifficu lty . 
It seems fairly clear that these 
y o u n gsters eat to o mu ch fru it o r 
the wro n g k in d an d that this is 
resp o n sible fo r the d ifficu lty . 
The so lu tio n sho u ld be relativ e­ 
ly simp le: Elimin ate o r restrict 
the p articu lar fru it which cau ses 
the d iarrhea. 
An o ther in q u iry co n cern s a 16- 
y ear-o ld bo y in high scho o l who 
wo rk s man y ev en in gs an d Satu r­ 
d ay s, an d has a twitchin g o n o n e 
s d e o f his face. 
This is p ro bably a tic, o r habit 
sp asm, an d is q u ite co mmo n in 
gro wn u p s as well as child ren . It 


is n o t a sign o f serio u s d isease, 
bu t it is p o ssible that this y o u n gs­ 
ter is u n d er to o mu ch strain . 
An effo rt sho u ld be mad e to re­ 
d u ce the strain , hav e him get su f­ 
ficien t sleep an d be as calm as 
p o ssible.
